July Meeting in Paris 


Delegates from twenty countries 
attended the Executive Committee 
and the Council of the International 
Union Against Tuberculosis which 
met in Paris July 1¢ and 11. Dr. 
Piestrzynski, Under Secretary of State 
for Poland, was the chairman of the 
meeting. The administrative meeting 
of the Council was devoted to the 
preparation of programs for the con- 
ference at Lisbon, which will be held 
September 8, 9, and 10, 1936. The 
three following subjects are to be 
included: “Radiological aspects of the 
pulmonary hilum and their interpre- 
tation,” opening report by Prof. Lopo 
de Carvalho (Portugal); “Primary 
tuberculous infection in the adolescent 
and the adult,” opening report by 
Dr. Olaf Scheel (Norway); “The 
open case of tuberculosis in relation to 
family and domestic associates,” open- 
ing report by Sir Henry Gauvain 
(Great Britain). 

At the scientific meeting of the 
Council Prof. Lyle Cummins (Car- 
diff) occupied the Chair. Prof. Mad- 
sen of Copenhagen submitted a report 
on “Tuberculin Standardization and 
Tuberculin Tests.” Dr. Kendall 
Emerson, Managing Director of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
gave an account of the work of Dr. 
Esmond R. Long and his collaborators 
who claim to have isolated the active 
principle of tuberculin. 

The respective merits of Pirquet’s 
cuti-reaction and Mantoux’s intrader- 
mal test were discussed. The majority 
of the French speakers expressed pref- 
erence for the former method while 
their colleagues from other countries 
spoke on behalf of Mantoux’s test. 
They all agreed on the advisability of 
adopting a standard tuberculin and a 
uniform tuberculin test. 


Voluntary Agency Defined 


The Royal Victoria Hospital Tu- 
berculosis Trust, which is the Asso- 
ciation for the Care and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis throughout Scotland, 
defines the place of the voluntary 
agency in the campaign against tuber- 
culosis as follows in its 20th annual 
report:

Better Health in Alaska 


Alaska has joined the United States 
in a united campaign against tubercu- 
losis. This disease, among the native 
Indian and Eskimo population, has 
the high death rate of 600 deaths per 
100,000; for the white population it 
is comparatively low, averaging about 
50 deaths per 100,000. 

With $3,000 realized from the 
Christmas Seal sale in 1934 and with 
prospects for a sale as good or better 
in 1935, there is real hope that next 
year an aggressive campaign against 
tuberculosis can be developed. 

The following letter from W. Leslie 
Yaw, superintendent of the Sheldon 
Jackson School at Sitka, Alaska, tells 
of an interesting case discovered and 
treated as a result of the educational 
and Christmas Seal campaign carried 
on in that high school. This is the 
only high school for native Indian and 
Eskimo girls in the entire Territory of 
Alaska and it is operated under the 
auspices of the Board of National 
Missions of the Presbyterian Church. 

“You will be interested in a story of 
one of our girls as related to the tuber- 
culosis educational program which your 
eeneen inspired in our work last 

all. 

“In the month of January this girl, 

a high school student, was judged by 
our doctor to be in the first stages of 
pulmonary tuberculosis. She left school 
and for nearly two months faithfully 
carried out the doctor’s orders at home. 
Now she has recovered and is back 
doing her school work. This is a fact 
in which all of her teachers rejoice and 
we are quite happy with her in her 
recovery. Of course, she realizes that 
she must be careful of her strength. 

“So many times when the Indian indi- 
vidual is striken with this disease the 
spirit surrenders and with that sur- 
render hope for recovery is slight.” 


terprise. This frequently means service 
to individuals and to the community 
in fresh ways and in greater degree 
than is officially possible. It means the 
expenditure of time, effort and money 
in many directions with a view to 
counteract still further the disastrous 
effects of tuberculous infection. 

Towards this end the Trust, in giv- 
ing of its own resources freely, seeks 
to cooperate with Health Authorities 
(central and local), and likewise with 
voluntary organizations. It is affiliated 
with the National Association for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. It is in 
close touch with the Queen’s Institute 
for District Nursing, and other health 
agencies throughout the country. It 
fosters coordination of effort and the 
avoidance of overlapping.

Survey in Washington, D. C. 


An appropriation of $101,000 has 
been made by the Works Progress 
Administration to be used in Wash- 
ington, D.C. for a tuberculosis survey. 
Health Officer, George C. Ruhland is 
responsible for this most important 
step toward controlling tuberculosis 
in the District of Columbia. The pro- 
gram will include physical examina- 
tion, tuberculin tests, and X-rays by 
the rapid paper film method, for adults 
and minors, white and colored. Dr. 
Ruhland has pointed out that while 
there are 6,009 known cases in the 
District, there are at least 6,000 addi- 
tional cases that no one knows about. 
Hospital facilities are adequate to meet 
the needs of these additional tubercu- 
losis cases, but many of them will 
receive care in their homes. Mrs. 
Ernest R. Grant, managing director 
of the tuberculosis association, is assist- 
ing Dr. Ruhland in drawing up plans 
for the survey. 
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Questionnaire on Mantoux 
Test 


The Hennepin County Tuberculo- 
sis Association recently sent out a 
questionnaire to over one hundred 
physicians among whom were many 
prominent in clinical and research 
tuberculosis work throughout the 
country. The proposition as stated in 
the questionnaire was “I believe that 
the statement that a positive Mantoux 
test means that there are live tubercle 
bacilli in the body (is) (is not) in 
accord with the best scientific opinion.” 

Of those who replied 51 per cent 
answered in the affirmative without 
material reservation. Sixteen per cent 
answered in the negative without 
material reservation. Thirty-three per 
cent of the answers were so worded 
that they could not be classified as 
either affirmative or negative. Several 
expressed the opinion that a statement 
to the public that “a positive Man- 
toux test indicates the presence of live 
tubercle bacilli in the body” would be 
unwise, even if scientifically true 
because of the possibility of develop- 
ing undue apprehension and needless 
worry in the minds of uninformed 
people. 

Camp Sanitation 

Sanitation and Health Standards 
for Summer Camps by E. B. Bucha- 
nan, M.A. and R. J. Ochsner, M.D. 
is a mimeographed manual, the out- 
growth of several years’ experience, in 
Cleveland. It consists of standards for 
camp sanitation, a score card and good 
non-technical description of various 
sanitation devices. The mechanical 
drawings are well done and should be 
adequate to guide camp construction 
and the maintenance of cleanliness 
and safety. More briefly are outlined 
camp procedures and activities. Chap- 
ter headings give a good indication of 
the contents. These are: Introduction, 
Camp Grounds, Urinals, Privies, 
Garbage and Rubbish Disposal, Kit- 
chen Sanitation, Water Supplies, 
Bathing Facilities, Medical and Nurs- 
ing Supervision, Fly Elimination, 
Mosquito Control, Camp Standards.
